The union got slightly more than 
15 cents an hour wage boost.

Clifford F. Hood, U.S. Steel pres­ 
ident, said the 5.8 per cent hike— 
which will put a $132.50 price tag 
on a ton of basic carbon steel— 
wasn’t entirely the result of the 
wage increase.

For First Half 


Of 1955 Good 


Even Railroads 
Say Business 
Better Than 1954 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK iff) Profit prospects 
are bright as business enters the 
second half of the year. 
The first 34 industrial corpora­ 
tions to report on earnings for the 
first six months of their fiscal year 
show net income after taxes, cm 
average, running 12 per cent higher 
than a year ago. More than half of 
them noted improvement, and in 
some instances Hie gains were sub­ 
stantial. 
Railroad profits are even more 
impressive when compared with a 
year ago. Jn the first five months 
of this year, net income was run­ 
ning nearly double that of the 
previous year. It is widely expect­ 
ed that when the full six months 
figures are in. the picture will con­ 
tinue just about as rosy. 
Bank earnings are expected to be 
very satisfactory when the finan­ 
cial institutions make their reports 
in the next week or two. Higher 
Interest rates from investments, 
and increasing demand for loans to 
business, have aided the banks. 
Other lending institutions are shar­ 
ing the same prosperity. 
Utilities are enjoying increased 
sales volume. Electrical power out­ 
put is now at an all-time peak. 
The 34 industrial corporations 
that have already reported are 
among those whose fiscal years 
don't jibe exactly with the calendar 
year. Their reports can be used 
only as an indication of what total 
corporation earnings* will look like 
when, in a month or so, the big 
flood of profit statements flows in. 
Combined the 34 showed first 
half net income of $74,007,509. A 
year ago the same 34 had com­ 
bined profit of $05,967,988. The in­ 
crease w as 12.1 per cent. 
But 15 of the 34 slipped back 
this year, most of them only slight­ 
ly. 
Among tile companies showing 
notable gains in profits this year 
over last w ere firms in -the textile, 
farm machinery, container, rubber 
and plywood industries. 
Studying the general field or cor­ 
porate profits before taxes, the 
Federal Reserve Board reports that 
in the first three months of this 
year they were running at an an­ 
nual rate of 40 billion dollars. This 
compares w’th 34q* billion in the 
previous year, a gain of 19 per 
cent.

NEW YORK 'ff>—The small boy 
of today doesn't know what he’s 
missing—though his father does. 
For the Fourth of July ain’t what 
it used to be. An American tradi­ 
tion—fireworks—is only a dim but 
fond memory in most of the coun­ 
try. 
True, the big, spectacular dis­ 
play types of pyrotechnics still can 
be seen in some areas at fairs, 
picnics and civil celebrations 
That hardly 
matches the old- 
time boyhood thrill of touching a 
punk to the fuse of a five-inch sa­ 
lute—and then getting away from 
it as fast as possible. 
This year has seen a once huge 
industry attain its gloomiest—and 
quietest—level. 
With Georgia joining the ever­ 
growing ranks, 28 states now bari 
what the trade calls ‘‘commercial 
fireworks.” 
This is the retail variety, sold in 
comer stands, filling stations and 
all kinds of places to (as one in­ 
dustry source puts it) “kids from 
6 to 60 ” 
Use of the display types, under 
handling of experts, is permitted. 
Fourteen other states have va­ 
rious restrictions, some of them 
permitting “county option” as to 
whether fireworks will be sold. 
In only six states no restrictions 
have been imposed by the legisla 
lure. They are Nevada, Oklahoma, 
Texas, Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Missouri. Even in these, numerous 


communities have their own laws. 
What has brought all this about? 
Mainly the deaths and injuries 
in bygone years—years in which 
some manufacturers tried to outdo 
each other with bigger and noisier 
products. 
Exact casualty figures are hard 
to come by. Around the turn pf 
the century the death toll was 
numbered in the hundreds annu­ 
ally, and injuries in thousands. 
Last year Congress banned ship 
ment of fireworks into states which 
outlaw them. This was to halt 
“ bootleg” sales through mail or­ 
ders and other schemes. 
All this has really dampened the 
powder 
for 
the 
manufacturers. 
Production today is estimated to 
be only half what it was 25 years 
ago even though sales of display 
devices have skyrocketed.

sumptions of the Philadelphia Declaration 
becam e facts. They w ere five years of al­ 
ternating hope and despair. 
The W ar of Independence was fought not 
only with m eager resources but with deep 
internal division. Not all who supported 
the w ar were free of doubts about its wis­ 
dom. And there were m an y who actively 
opposed separation. 
These were the Tories, who comprised a 
determ ined and dangerous fifth c o l u m n 
which gave much aid to the British. They 
acted as saboteurs and spies and guerillas 
and spread harm ful propaganda. In t h e 
governm ent itself there w as confusion and 
bickering. There was incompetence, a n d 
finally* there w as the demoralizing treason 
of a fam ed and trusted general. 
H ere w ere 13 feeble colonies, stretched 
thinly along the Atlantic seaboard and 
joined by the flimsiest of bonds, challeng­ 
ing one of the world’s g reat military pow­ 
ers. E xcept for France, which intervened 
for its^own reasons, they had no friend in 
E urope, w here revolution w as regarded 
with horror. Never was a cause less prom ­ 
ising. Nevertheless it succeeded. 
The parallels between the perils of nine 
score years ago and those of today a r e 
startling but reassuring. We m ade good our 
Declaration of Independence u n d e r the 
least hopeful of circum stances and went on 
to establish a tradition of hum an freedom 
and equal justice that is now under insid­ 
ious attack by a monstrous conspiracy that 
is worldwide in scope. 
We have dedicated ourselves to m ain­ 
taining that tradition. M aintain it we shall, 
and at any cost. 


RODEO TIM E 
RODEO, REGARDED by m any as a 
passing fad before the w ar, shows no in­ 
dications of a let-up in interest. More ro­ 
deos than ever before are being staged this 
sum m er, the crowds are larger and more 
enthusiastic and top entertainm ent is be­ 
ing provided by the perform ers. 
The rodeo perform er is a num erous clan 
who takes many risks and is seldom flush 
financially. He “m akes” rodeos in rn a n y 
states during a season and is almost wholly 
dependent upon winning prize money to 
eat. The exhilaration he derives from con­ 
quering a bucker or rasslin’ a bad ’un pro­ 
vides most of the incentive. 
The best of the rodeo cowboys look for­ 
w ard to participation in the Cheyenne and 
Pendleton ‘shows” as the high points of 
the season, and the top hands who have the 
fare to go to Madison Square Garden in the 
fall, where a rodeo that lasts for a month 
is staged and the stock is not so wild and 
the prizes larger. Last year spectators paid 
more than a million dollars for seats at the 
New York rodeo. 


FORGOTTEN INVENTOR 
DID SOMEBODY invent chromium, or 
did it just happen?

how to earn a living out of their opposi­ 
tion to Communism. Their propaganda 
was not based on knowledge of M arxism; 
it was based on hate. 
Their profane advocacy of hate Vnade 
genuine anti-M arxists asham ed and drove 
thousands of Am ericans into silence be­ 
cause they were unwilling, even in a good 
cause, to be identified with scoundrels. 
In this group, it is wrong to include the 
recognized inform ants and the undercover 
agents who, at the risk of their lives and al­ 
w ays of their comforts, and for trifling 
compensation, served the FBI, the Im m i­ 
gration Service, and various Congressional 
committees, as soldiers do on the field of 
battle. Some informants, under the stress 
of opposition and often distressed by an un­ 
grateful government which failed to p r o- 
tect them, went sour. At least one w a s 
bought off. 
Senator Joe M cCarthy’s service was to 
dram atize the issue. Toward the end of his 
hearings, tired, sick, battered for weeks by 
the opposition, he becam e entangled in a 
quarrel with the White House and w a s 
struck down by the full force of Executive 
power. 
This particular quarrel could have been 
avoided by both sides; it had the effect of 
making M cCarthy and not Communism the 
is^ue. As between McCarthy and Eisen­ 
hower, most A m ericans chose Eisenhower. 
Subsequent to those hearings, the Com­ 
munists gained courage and again t o o k 
the offensive. M any anti-Communists sup­ 
ported the issues that the Communists rais­ 
ed. For instance, a great m any professors 
in universities felt that in the process of 
the battle against Communists, a general 
attack on “ intellectuals” was being launch­ 
ed. The Communists cleverly opposed con­ 
formity and m any who are not Commu- 
| nists also opposed conformity. This was 
one of those “big lie” slogans that M arxists 
project to skillfully. It has been successful. 
The Fund for the Republic, which re ­ 
ceived $15,900,000 from the Ford Founda­ 
tion, took up this fight and becam e a sort 
of actions com m ittee on the side of what 
they call civil rights. It has worked out to 
be a defense organization. 
The Fund for the Republic is a private 
body using tax-free money to do exactly on 
one side what it regards as improper for 
citizens to do on the other side. It employs 
investigators and snoopers to d i s c o v e r 
what active anti-Communists have been do­ 
ing in the fight. 
What is needed is a governm ental policy 
on the subject. W hat are the precise func­ 
tions and rights of the FBI? How shall its 
security be protected? What are the specif­ 
ic functions of the various security activi­ 
ties of the Federal G overnment and What 
are the rights of those who m ay be sus­ 
pected of some such activity as H arry Dex­ 
ter White’s? 
How shall 
Congressional 
com m ittees 
conduct their hearings? What is the func­ 
tion of the Passport Office, the Im m igra­ 
tion Service, the D epartm ent of Justice in 
the security set-up? Suppose a m an is un­ 
justly or spitefully accused, by what proc­ 
ess does he clear his nam e?

Old City Ordinance 
Prohibited Trash, 
Rubbish On Streets 


“Litter bug'’ 
season 
is upon 
Pickaway County once again. 
However, this time it is not 
limited just to rural areas. Com­ 
plaints have reached city police 
concerning the littering of city 
streets. 
Chief Elm er M erriman and City 
Health Director C. O. Leist say 
that those caught littering city 
streets will be dealt with harshly. 
They cited an old city ordinance, 
still in effect, dating back to 1906: 
“ It is unlawful to throw or empty 
trash, ashes, etc. on streets, al­ 
leys, etc. except for removal by 
the city or by special permission. 
* 
* 
* 
“VIOLATORS can be fined not 
more than $50 and can be jailed 
up to IO days for each offense. 
“Coal 
ashes are permitted if 
they are placed in a box which will 
be emptied. However, the box must 
be taken back after being emp­ 
tied.” 
Rubbish, trash and tin cans 
are beginning to clutter up some 
roads and alleys in the city. 
Both officials point out that not 
only is this practice unsightly 
but also unsanitary. 
The dumping of trash on county 
and township roads has long been 
a problem. One sign just put up on 
Route 23 south of South Bloomfield 
calls attention to the fact that 
dumping at unauthorized places 
can mean a $50 fine.

south of the sign. There are signs 
on the highway directing attention 
to the rubbish can.

SHERIFF Charles Radcliff said 
that with the big weekend coming 
up, motorists will tend to throw 
rubbish—from Kleenexes to paper 
cups and sandwich wrappings to 
garbage—out the windows of their 
cars. Many, he noted, will be re­ 
turning from outings and picnics 
and may have “ rubbish” in the 
car which they want to get rid of. 
All law enforcement officers, in 
addition to patroling the roads for 
traffic violations, will also be on 
the lookout for ‘dum pers” . 
Last 
winter, a sheriff’s deputy traced 
one motorist to Franklin County 
for dumping garbage on a county 
road. 
When brought to court, the 
motorist commented that he had 
dumped garbage for some time 
and had never been caught. He 
added that he sure had to come 
a long way to pay a fine. 
County and city residents a n d 
motorists are asked to take more 
care so as not to become “ litter 
bugs”. Law enforcement officials 
note that there is nothing more 
unsightly to passing motorists than 
to see refuse littering a highway 
which otherwise beholds some of 
the most beautiful farm land in 
Ohio. 
Trash along the roads can cause 
expensive damage to m o w i n g 
equipment used by the State High­ 
way Department. Bottles and cans 
may cut auto tires and cause a 
dangerous blow-out. 


Lausche, Assembly 
Get Along W ell

COLUMBUS, Ohio W — Partisan 
politics wasn’t forgotten, but it 
wasn’t 
the 
overriding 
influence 
in the Republican-controlled 101st 
General Assembly. 
Relations with the governor’s of­ 
fice, occupied by five-term Demo­ 
crat 
Frank 
J. 
Lausche, 
were 
smoother than in either the 1951 
or 1953 legislative sessions. The 
GOP dominated both those legisla­ 
tures and Lausche, of course, was 
the governor. 
Both Senate President Pro-tem 
C. Stanley Mechem of Nelsonville 
and House Speaker Roger Cloud of 
DeGraff breakfasted several times 
with Lausche at the Governor’s 
Mansion to discuss legislation. They 
and other Republicans often visit­ 
ed the governor’s office. 
Only on a few occasions did 
Lausche write to legislators to let 
his views be known. Never did be 
take off the gloves—as he has in 
some past sessions — and really 
slug it out for his views. 
And Republican criticism of the 
governor—at least in public floor 
debate—was reduced sharply. 
Democrat Lausche and Republi­ 
can Mechem teamed up, in effect, 
in a “no-new-taxes” pledge to the 
consternation 
and frustration of 
some House Republicans. 
This firm stand against new tax­ 
es on the part of the governor was 
interpreted by some observers as 
an indication Lausche does 
not 
plan to be a candidate for a sixth 
term. 


They reason this way: Lausche is 
fully aware that by the 1957 term 
of the Legislature, new taxes al­ 
most certainly will be needed to 
finance the growth of the state gov­ 
ernment; but he felt he could stave 
off that evil day by strict econo­ 
my, step out of office with a bal­ 
anced budget and leave the bonus 
of new taxes to his successor. 
Whether he was just having fun 
the other day or whether he was 
dropping a hint is debatable. But 
he told newsmen: “ Expenditures 
were increased (by the Legisla­ 
ture) beyond my recommendations 
to the point where the Legislature 
of 1957 and the governor who will 
then be in office will have 
painful and burdensome problem 
in providing the moneys needed to 
carry on what was started by the 
present General Assembly.” 
He laughed when newsmen asked 
the significance of the fact he 
backed up in dictating his state­ 
ment to insert the phrase “ . . . 
and the governor who will then be 
in office. . . .” 
Whether the era of good feeling 
between the assembly and the gov­ 
ernor will last through Juy 13 is 
anybody’s guess. 
It all depends on what legisla­ 
tive acts—and how many—Lausche 
vetoes. 
July 13 is the day the Legisla­ 
ture will consider vetoes and ad­ 
journ for good. More thhn two- 
thirds of the entire legislative pro­ 
gram—210 bills—was sent to Lau­ 
sche Wednesday for signature.

Service Began 


50 Years Ago 


In H a lf Century 
Staff Has Grown 
From I To 317 


COLUMBUS OB-The Agricultur­ 
al Extension Service at Ohio State 
University was organized 50 years 
ago Friday with a staff of one—its 
founder, A. B. Graham. 
Today the service has a state 
staff of over 80, plus 237 county 
agents, home demonstration work­ 
ers and 4-H club or associate ag­ 
ents. 
“ We started with the idea that 
we had something to extend—here 
it is,” says Graham. 
“ But . . . we soon learned befc 
ter,” he added with a laugh. He 
referred to extension policy of bas­ 
ing its educational work on recom­ 
mendations of advisory 
commit­ 
tees of farm ers and homemakers. 


GRAHAM SAID 
the 
extension 
program in 1905 consisted of les­ 


sons 
about 
soil, 
regardless 
of 
where in Ohio meetings or demon­ 
strations were held. 
To supplement this, lessons were 
given in 
dairying, 
horticulture, 
livestock or poultry, depending on 
the chief farm enterprise in a giv­ 
en area. 
Community committees In early 
days asked for presentations on 
specific subjects, and these groups 
developed into 
today’s 
advisory 
committees. 
Today, each of Ohio’s 88 coun­ 
ties determines its extension pro­ 
gram in meetings of local people 
and extension staff members. 
Graham wanted to bring farm­ 
ing to “ acceptance among busi­ 
ness and professional people” and 
keep “the right boys and girls on 
the farm .” 
To those ends, the service back­ 
ed formations of youth farm clubs 
and promotion 
of 
agricultural 
teaching in smaller high schools.

W. B. WOOD, present extension 
director, says 
the 
service 
has 
branched out. 
A monthly bulletin service has 
grown into a $15,000 yearly opera 
tion, Wood says. The organization 
offers news releases to newspapers 
and radio stations. Consumer in­ 
formation has been started. 
“ Although we’ve grown and of­ 
fer more services to more people 


and use modern methods,” Wood 
said, “ our philosophy—educational 
service to Ohioans — is the same 
in some respects today as it was 
50 years ago.”
